During May, the output of twelve 
leading Japanese paper mijls was 
64,800,000 — pounds, of which 
64,193,000 pounds were sold in the 
same month. This is an increase of 
‘207,000 pounds in the ontpiit, and 
of 2,923,000 pounds in tha amount 
gold, as compared with the volume
